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All of the claims have been amended to require that the absorbent is introduced 
into said acrylic acid absorption column at a mass flow rate in the range of 0.1 - 1 .5 
times the mass flow rate of propylene introduced into said first reactor. However, those 
of ordinary skill would expect that at least a portion of the absorbent in Kadowski is 
introduced into the absorption column at a mass flow rate in the range of 0.1 times the 
mass flow rate of propylene introduced into the reactor.
